Before  passing  on  to  this  review  of  the  health  of  the 
Borough,  I should  like  to  record  my  sincere  appreciation 
of  the  sustained  support  and  encouragement  given  by 
Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  during  the  year. 

In  addition,  I wish  also  to  include  the  loyalty  and 
efficiency  of  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department,  and  also 
the  invaluable  assistance  given  by  other  officials  and  depart- 
ments.

The  population  of  the  Borough  is  now  15,080,  an  increase 
of  1,290  over  1945.  The  population  for  1936  was  14,140. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  industrial  conditions 
since  last  year.  Tanning  and  shipbuilding  continue  to 
provide  the  main  channels  for  labour,  and  female  domestic 
workers  are  in  great  demand. 

Live  Births  numbered  324,  19  of  which  were  illegitimate, 
giving  a birth  rate  of  21-49.  England  and  Wales  had  a 
birth  rate  of  19-1. 

I believe  this  to  be  a temporary  fillip,  however.  The 
continuous  fall  in  the  birth  rate  which  has  occurred  in  this 
country  during  recent  times  is  under  close  inquiry.  One 
can  suggest  social  insecurity,  housing  difficulties,  love  of 
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pleasure,  or  even  fear  of  maternity.  Whatever  the  cause,  I 
feel  we  are  heading  for  a smaller  and  ageing  population. 

Sixty  years  ago,  for  every  person  over  60  there  were  6 
under  20,  whereas  to-day  there  are  only  2.  In  short,  with 
regard  to  maintenance  of  population,  the  significant  figure 
is  not  the  birth  rate,  but  the  fertility  rate.  Our  grand- 
mothers produced  girls  at  the  rate  of  150  to  100  women  of 
reproductive  age;  our  sisters  produce  them  at  the  rate  of  75 
only. 

Deaths  of  Beverley  people  numbered  186,  giving  la  death 
rate  of  12-33  per  1,000  population.  The  Eegistrar  General 
was  unable  to  supply  a comparability  factor.

The  chief  causes  of  death  were  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  circulation  (58)  and  Cancer  (24).  These  are  diseases 
mainly  affecting  the  elderly,  and  therefore  tend  to  become 
commoner  with  the  increasing  age  of  the  population. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  1 year  was  12,  giving  an 
infant  mortality  rate  of  37-04  per  1,000  live  births.  The 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  43,  and  for  148  smaller 
towns,  37.  It  is  indeed  most  gratifying  to  note  that  there 
were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year,  whereas  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  is  about  two  deaths  per  1,000  live 
and  still  births. 

1 . Housing. 

There  is  a great  shortage  of  houses  fit  to  be  inhabited, 
and  also  of  new  houses,  as  in  all  other  towns  in  the  country. 
The  difficulties  facing  the  Housing  Committee  are  grave  ones, 
and  it  will  take  several  years  of  planned  building  to  ease 
the  position  in  the  Borough.  The  mental  anxiety  to  many, 
including,  especially,  expectant  mothers,  in  these  circum- 
stances is  extreme. 

2.  Street  Pumps. 

There  are  too  many  of  these  obsolete  machines  in  existence 
in  Beverley  and  delivering  well  water.  Recent  legislation 
now  empowers  the  Borough  to  take  suitable  steps  to  ensure 
that  all  householders  may  liave  pure  and  safe  water  installed 
in  their  houses.  This  is  a progressive  move  in  public  health, 
and  the  Corporation  is  already  active  in  its  practical  per- 
formance. 

3.  The  Puultc  Swimming  Baths. 

These  leave  much  to  be  desired  on  the  grounds  of  public 
hygiene  alone.  The  jirovision  of  new  baths  has  rightly  been 
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recognised  as  coming  within  the  purview  of  Town  Planning, 
and  it  is  to  he  hoped  that  it  will  be  a building  priority  when 
the  present  house  building  needs  are  overcome. 

4 Hospital  Accommodation. 

This  has  been  an  anxiety  for  those  suiffering  from 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  The  problem  is  fairly  widespread 
and  is  due  t0‘  a shortage  of  trained  nurses. 

The  situation  in  the  East  Riding  is,  as  in  other  counties, 
being  partially  solved  by  distributing  bed  patients  to  distant 
sanatoria — an  undesirable  practice,  in  my  opinion,  but 
apparently  unavoidable  at  the  moment.  The  position  may 
ease  somewhat  when  the  East  Riding  County  Council  are 
able  to  open  up  the  Driffield  Isolation  Hospital  for  Pulmonary 
patients.

During  recent 
years  it  lias  made  great  headway,  and  to-day  the  proportion 
of  children  under  school  leaving  age  who  have  been  immunised 
stands  at  75% — amongst  the  highest  of  any  town  in  the 
County!  It  would  be  too  much  to  hope  that  we  shall  have 
no  more  Diphtheria,  but,  provided  immunisation  figures' 
continue  to  rise,  is  it  true  to  say  we  have  nothing  to  cause 
us  any  anxiety.

The  two  Health  Visitors  and  School  Nurses  carried  out 
2,112  visits  for  the  year,  undertaking  promotion  of  cleanliness 
and  good  habits  and  elimination  of  verminous  conditions  in 
school  children  and  inspecting  under  Child-Life  Protection 
Acts.  The  mothers  of  illegitimate  children  are  also  visited, 
a special  interest  in  the  care  of  these  babies  being  under- 
taken. 

Dental  Treatment. 

Dental  treatment  is  carried  out  by  the  School  Dental 
Surgeon,  Mr.  Beddoes,  L.D.S.,  by  arrangement  with  the 
Education  Committee.  During  the  year,  24  mothers  received 
treatment,  certain  of  whom  were  provided  with  dentures.

aie  adequate  and  entirely  satisfactory,  and  possess  an  excellent 
feature  of  being  staffed  on  a voluntary  basis,  and  numbers 
several  prominent  citizens  amongst  the  drivers  and  attendants.

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
upon  the  work  carried  out  in  my  Department  during  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1946. 

Throughout  the  year  I had  no  technical  assistance,  and 
the  Ministry  of  Health  was  informed  that  on  this  account 
many  matters  would  have  to  be  neglected.  This  has  proved 
to  be  the  case,  particularly  with  regard  to  routine  inspections 
at  shops,  factories  and  cowsheds  and  dairies. 

An  additional  Sanitary  Inspector  commenced  duties  in 
February,  1947.

Tbe  position  with  regard  to  tbe  repair  of  bouses  has  been 
extremely  difficult  throughout  tbe  year.  Rents  continued 

to  be  controlled,  and  with  tbe  increase  in  costs — labour  and 
materials — it  was  found  almost  impossible  to  satisfactorily 
repair  bouses  at  reasonable  cost.  Materials  were  in  short 
supply  and  licences  for  works  could  only  be  granted  in  tbe 
more  serious  cases. 

There  are  99  bouses  in  tbe  Borough  included  in  con- 
firmed clearance  areas  and  many  other  bouses  only  suitable 
for  inclusion  in  future  clearance  areas,  and  these  present  a 
particularly  difficult  problem.  In  many  cases,  it  is  im- 
practicable to  attempt  to  carry  out  repairs,  and,  as  a result, 
persons  continue  to  live  in  bouses  which  ought  to  have  been 
demolished  some  years  ago. 

There  are  several  bouses-let^in-lodgings  within  the 
Borough,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  Byelaws  relating  to  such 
houses  should  be  made. 

It  is  not  known  how  many  houses  within  the  Borough 
are  overcrowded  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1936,  but  the  number  must  be  great.  At  the  end  of  the  year 
the  number  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  was  884.

Sanitary  Accommodation. 

During  the  year,  10  additional  water  closets  were  pro- 
vided. 16  pail  closets  were  converted  to  water  closets  by 
owners  of  dwelling  houses,  and  but  for  the  difficulty  in 
obtaining  building  licences,  the  number  would  have  been 
greater.

The  position  cannot  be  ‘regarded  as  satisfactory  when  it 
is  considered  that  over  16%  of  the  dwelling  houses  in  Beverley 
have  still  no  sanitary  accommodation  other  than  privies  or 
pail  closets.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  approximately  250 
of  these  closets  are  provided  for  houses  which  are  likely  to 
be  included  in  clearance  areas,  the  Council  ought  to  consider 
what  can  be  done  to  alter  this  position  as  soon  as  the  supply 
of  materials  and  labour  permit. 

Sewage  Disposal. 

Three  overflow  sewers  were  laid  during  the  year  to  relieve 
flooding. 

Water  Supply. 

Water  is  supplied  to  the  town  from  the  Council’s  Water- 
works and  from  the  City  of  Kingston-upon  Hull.  There  are 
also  a number  of  public  and  private  pumps  and  public 
standpipes  still  in  use.  In  some  cases,  several  houses  use  a 
common  tap  in  the  yard.

There  was  a shortage  of  water  during  the  summer  months, 
during  which  time  the  pressure  had  to  he  reduced.  During 
the  year,  operations  were  commenced  to  extend  an  existing 
bore  at  the  Beverley  Waterworks. 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  from  5 pumps,  one  of 
which  was  declared  to  he  unsatisfactory.  The  Council  laid 
a 3"  water  main  towards  the  premises  affected. 

Upon  the  death  of  the  Borough  Analyst  (Capt.  Foster), 
arrangements  were  made  with  the  City  of  Kingston-iipon-Huil 
for  all  chemical  analyses  and  bacteriological  examinations  to 
he  undertaken  by  the  City  Analyst. 


Swimming  Baths. 

There  are  no  privately  owned  swimming  baths  in 
Beverley.  The  Council  own  one  swimming  bath,  which  is 
not  very  satisfactory.  There  is  no  continuous  treatment 
provided  for  the  water,  and  the  bath  is  emptied  and  filled 
three  times  a week. 

Samples  of  the  bath  water  taken  in  1945  showed  pollution 
and  thereafter  the  water  was  chlorinated  by  chloride  of  lime. 
Samples  taken  later  proved  satisfactory. 
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Moveable  Dwellings. 

There  are  5 licences  in  force  in  Beverley,  1 a licence 
for  the  use  of  land  and  4 licences  authorising  the  use  of  move- 
able dwellings. 

In  the  case  of  the  one  site  licence,  there  were  approxi- 
mately 10  caravans  in  occupation  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
Conditions  are  attached  to  the  licence  limiting  the  number 
of  caravans  and  requiring  the  dwellings  to  be  adequately 
spaced.  The  number  of  dwellings  on  this  site  varies  through- 
out the  year,  and  is  largely  occupied  by  persons  in  the 
Travelling  Show  business. 

The  4 other  licences  are  for  caravan*  which  are 
permanently  occupied. 

11  visits  were  paid  to  the  above  premises  during  the  year 
and  no  nuisances  were  discovered. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  *are  two  registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  in 
the  Borough,  at  which  7 inspections  were  made  during  the 
year.  One  of  the  houses  was  not  always  maintained  in  a 
satisfactory  condition,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council 
agreed  to  register  the  Keeper  of  the  house  for  a period  of 
three  months  only  and  that  his  attention  be  drawn  to  the 
conditions  upon  which  the  registration  was  issued,  and  that 
its  further  renewal  be  subject  to  strict  compliance  therewith. 

Infectious  Disease. 

5 visits  were  made  after  cases  of  notifiable  infectious 
disease,  and  4 disinfections  were  carried  out. 

Filthy  Premises  and  Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

A total  of  64  visits  were  paid  to  30  filthy  premises. 

3 Council  houses  and  8 non-Council  houses  were  found 
to  be  infested  with  bed  bugs  and  were  disinfested.  A D.D.T. 
spray  was  used  in  all  cases  with  satisfactory  results. 

The  furniture  of  all  prospective  tenants  of  Council  houses 
inspected  by  the  Housing  Manager,  and,  where  necessary 
or  as  a precautionary  measure,  works  of  disinfestation  are 
t arried  out.  During  the  year,  3 such  cases  were  dealt  with. 

122  free  issues  of  beetle  powder  were  given  to  the  tenants 
t)f  Council  houses.  In  some  areas  of  the  Council’s  housing 
ostatcs,  beetle  infestation  became  acute  during  the  year,  and, 
in  conjunction  with  the  Housing  Manager,  much  valuable 
work  was  done.  That  this  form  of  infestation  can  be  a 
nuisance  is  recognised,  but  until  tenants  of  all  contiguous 
houses  (Council  and  non-Council)  co-operate,  very  little  can 
he  nehievcfl.  Civen  co-operation,  the  pest  can  be  completely 
^tamped  out.

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The  carcases  and  organs  of  37  horses  have  been  examined 
and  10  livers  and  1 set  of  lungs  were  condemned  as  being  unfit 
for  human  consumption.

Food  Preparing  Shops,  Etc. 

Food  Shops,  Food  Preparing  Shops,  Butchers*  Shops, 
etc.,  have  been  inspected  during  the  year,  77  visits  having 
been  made  for  this  purpose. 

Ice-Cream. 

There  were  9 premises  registered  for  the  manufacture, 
sale,  etc.,  of  ice-cream  at  the  end  of  the  year,  including 
5 manufacturers.  35  inspections  were  made  and  16  samples 
of  ice-cream  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the  Council’s 
Bacteriologist  for  bacteriological  examination.  The  standard 
of  ice-cream  was  not  always  satisfactory.  The  manufacturers 
co-operated  Avith  your  Officers  and  by  the  end  of  the  year 
conditions  at  ice-cream  premises  had  improved  and  the  last 
samples  of  ice-cream  taken  were  satisfactory. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 

There  are  several  cowsheds  and  dairies  within  the 
Borough  Vvffiich  are  very  unsatisfactory,  and  but  for  the  war 
and  the  shortage  of  building  supplies  strong  action  would 
have  been  taken.  It  is  hoped  that  these  outstanding  matters 
may  soon  be  dealt  with.

RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919, 
and  ORDERS. 

The  powers  of  the  County  Council  under  the  above  Act 
have  been  delegated  to  the  Borough  Council. 

A thorough  survey  of  the  town  was  conducted  during 
October  and  November,  1945,  and  4 major  infestations  and 
103  minor  infestations  were  discovered.  In  addition,  it  was 
believed  that  there  was  a reservoir  infestation  in  the  Old 
Walker  Beck. 

A whole-time  Rodent  Operative  commenced  the  Action 
Stage  in  December,  1945,  and  continued  disinfestation  work 
to  May,  1946,  when  he  resigned  his  appointment.  During 
that  time  all  the  infestations  were  treated  with  an  estimated 
kill  (compounded  on  the  Ministry  of  Food’s  formula)  of  1,447 
rats,  including  615  from  the  Old  Walker  Beck. 

Difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  another  suitable 
Rodent  Operative,  and  it  was  not  until  November,  1946,  that 
such  a person  was  obtained.  A further  complete  and 
thorough  survey  of  the  town  was  undertaken  and  1 major 
and  90  minor  infestations  were  discovered. 

The  Private  Dwellings — Special  Scheme,  1946/7,  has 
been  adopted  by  the  Council.

PETROLEUM  ACTS  AND  ORDERS. 

At  the  end  of  the  j^ear  28  premises  were  licenced  to  store 
])**troleuin  s])irit  and  2 to  store  carbide  of  calcium. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE. 

During  the  year  4,608  loads  of  refuse  have  been  collected 
from  private  dwelling-houses  and  business  premises  in  the 
town,  corresponding  to  an  estimated  weight  of  5,719  tons. 
The  total  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal,  including 
salvage,  was  £4,348.  All  the  refuse  in  the  town,  other  than 
that  salvaged,  was  disposed  of  by  Controlled  Tipping. 

Paper,  scrap  metal,  glass,  bones,  rags,  waste  food  land 
other  items  were  collected  as  salvage  during  the  year.  To 
the  year  ending  31st  March,  1947,  116  tons  were  salvaged 
and  sold  for  <£1,181.
